That he report, also, on the condition of the woollen, cotton, and 
coarse linen factories ; how far their establishment has contribu- 
ted to influence the price of their manufactures, the amount of the 
revenue or the interests of the United States ; what encourage- 
ment they need, if any ; how shall it be applied. That be report 
also, on the state of the culture of hemp, and why it is that it has 
not been used in the Navy of the United States. That he also 
report, if protection is to be given to particular industry, whether 
it would not be more politic to give bounties than to lay duties. 
That he also report such information as he may possess, as to 
evasions of the revenue laws by smugglers. And finally, that he 
furnish in his report whatever information he. may esteem perti- 
nent to any and.every part of the bill.
